TOWN COUNCIL. 


~ Council Chamber, 
May 4th, 1908. 


Council met in session on 
Monday evening Mayor H. Meng pre- 
siding. \ 

Present—Reeve Symington and 
Councillors Alexander, Steacy, Simp- 
son, Denison, Osborne. 

The minutes of the last 
sion were read and confirmed. 

A communicatiaqn was read from the 
Merchants’ Bank asking that the usual 
by-law be passed covering the town’s 
overdraft in the bank. 

A communication was read from A. 
D. Cartwright, Secretary Board of 
Railway Commissioners of Canada, 
enclosing a copy of the report of the 
Board’s Assistant Engineer, who made 
an inspection of the highway crossin 
on the main line of the G. T. R. in the 
town. The letter also stated that a 
copy of the report had been forwarded 
to the Grand Trunk Railway, with the 
request that they file an answer with 
the Board of Railway Commissioners 

romptly. Following is an exact re- 
production of the report: 


~~ Ottawa, April 21st, 1908. 


Sir, — 

On the Ist inst., Ll inspected the high- 
way crossings on the main line of the 
Grand Trunk Railway in the Town of 
Napanee, 

ridge Street, shown on the plan on 
the file, crosses underneath the bridge 
near Napanee River. 

Thomas Street, approaching this 
crossing from the north and lookin 
Lo the east, one can see a train [5 
feet away, when one is a safe distance 
from the track. This is true only 
when the leaves are off the trees, 
There is a large tree near Bridge 
Street, which would cut the view 
down to 500 feet in the summer time. 
1 understand this tree is ,on town 
property. 

Looking to the west one has a clear 
view of trains for a distance of 1200 
feet, when one is about 80 feet from 
the crossing. 

Approaching the crossing from the 
couth one can see trains to the east 
for a distance of 1500 feet, when one is 
about 100 feet from the crossing. 

Looking to the west one can see 
trains 1200 feet distant, when one is 80 
feet from the crossing. This view, 
however, would be cut down midre 
than half in summer time by a line of 
trees just outside the right of way. 

If the Company could procure the 
removal of the trees mentioned above, 
the crossing would be comparatively 
safe; if not, it appears to me that an 
automatic electric bell should be in- 
stalled. 

If the Company raises its tracks, .as 
wus proposed a few years ago, a sub- 
way should be constructed at this 
crossing. 

Centre Street or Selby Road. 

There are seven tracks crossing this 
street, four belonging to the Grand 
Trunk Ry and three to the Bay of 
Quinte Ry., and extending over about 
150 feet of highway. All passenger 
trains on the Grand frunk Ry, except 
one which goesthrough about 3 o’clock 
a.m., stop at the station, which is 
about 500 feet east of the crossing. I 
understand that the freight trains on 
the Grand Trunk Railway stop about 
1100 feet west of the crossing at the 
top of the grade, then the engine cuts 
off and goes down over the ceeenae 
and past the station for water. t 
was while backing up that one of these 
engines hit and killed a young girl last!

It 
is barely possible that other lives were 
lost, as thi’ number, with the injured 
now in the hospitals, and those known 
to have escaped, does not make up the 
full number supposed to have been in 
the hotel.

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A LITTLE INDIAN BOY. 


Juan was a little Pueblo boy. 

Far away, on the great plains of 
New Mexico and Arizona, live some In- 
dians, who are very different from 
those of whom we read in schoolbooks 
or stories of the West. They have 
mever roamed the plains and forests, 
like those others, but have always lived 
Quiet, peaceable lives in queer little old 
Villages, which were standing son the 
same spot when the Spaniards came 
to the Southwest, hundreds of years 
ago. The Spanish word for “village” 
is “pueblo,” and so these Indiams have 
come to. be called the Pueblos, or vil- 
lage Indians, There are about ten thou- 
Sand of them in all. 

Juan lived with his mother and father 
and his little sister, Rosita, in a house 
at the end of the pueblo.’ In the centre 
of the pueblo was a large square, called 
a@ plaza, and one long, narrow build- 
ing ran clear around all four sides of 
the plaza, except for little places here 
and there to get in and out of the pue- 
blo. The long block was partitioned 
off into little flats of two rooms each, 
and im each flat lived one family. On 
top of the first story was another row 
«f houses, and in some parts of the 
fueblo there was stili a third story. 
The people who lived in the upper 
houses went up and down by ladders 
oulside., 

The houses were made out of adobe 
clay, which was just the dirt from the 
Plain round-about, mixed with water, 
shaped into bricks anddriedin the sun. 
Juan’s mother used to sprinkle the 
floor every day to keep it damp, because 
if it got too dry it turned into dust. 
There was a nice little three-cornered 
fireplace in the front room at Juan's 
house, and here they used to burn little 
Wnion logs. ° 

The pinion is almost the only tree 
that grows on the dry hills of New 
Mexico. It is a low, spreading, ever- 
freen tree, full of resin, which makes 
the wood burn with a very clear, beau- 
tiful light. Juam used to go out on the 
hills and gather the dry bits of pinion 
and bring them home for the fireplace. 
In the long winter evenings the oaly 
light in the house would be from the 
<dlancing flames. A bit of wall was built 
ou' on one side of the firepluce, so that 
it cut off all cold draughts from the 
door, and made @ wurm cosy corner 
t:y’the fire. A soft old bearskin lay in 
front. and on this would sit a circle 
of men and women, boys and girls, 
chatting and laughing, and telling stor- 
jes. They were a very gay, lighthearted 
happy people. und the o'd people told 
innumerable stories of the old days, 
when the animals talked and acted like 
human beings, and when there were 
avitches and demons and yoblins of all 
kinds ubout. Juan alway@itremembered 
those stories told in fronUSf the fire in 
the wonter evenings. 

But the greatest excitement inthe 
pueblo would come when there was to 
be a dance, The Indlans were busy 
getting ready for it for days before- 
hand, At was not like a white man's 
dance,( merely for social pleasure, In- 
dian dances are all a part of their old 
religion, practised ages before the white 
man came. and the Indian uses them 
something as a white man dees prayer. 
If itis very dry end they need rain for 
their crops, they will have a rain dance, 
which is a prayer for rd'n. When they 
Plant the corn, they hold the corn 
dance, Which is a prayer for a good 
erep. In sunuary they always had a 
buffalo dance in Juan's pueblo. This 
used to te a prayer fow good luck 
when they started on their annual buf- 
falo° hunt. There are no buffalo now, 
hut they still dance the old dance,

Mr. Stewart underwent the 
Gperation, but by some extraordinary 
piece of carelessness the operator took 
out the good eye, with the result that 
when the patient came out of the ether 
he was completely blind. Undismayed 


by this, he undertook to pursue his 
studies in law at McGill, and ever since 
then his brother has devoted himsel! 
‘) him, making his studies with him 
and accompanying him to college 
sports and through all the phases of 
university life—practically making him- 
self a seeing medium for his blind bro- 
ther. As a result of this unusual devo- 
tion the blind Stewart came out at the 
head of his class, while his brother 
came secomd, and each won the Sir 
William Macdonald scholarship, which 
entitles them to a year's residence in 
Paris to perfect themselves in the 
French languege and study law at the 
Montpelier Law School.

He said these 
works should be encouraged and the 
fishermen should be given all possible 
assistance, 

He showed how Mr. Foster, when 
Minister of Finance had spsnt large 
sums in Nova Scotia during election 
years, and other years the expenditure 
had dropped io a mere nothing, and 
yet Mr. Foster was the man who lec- 
tured public mea of Canada upon the 
iniquity of buying the people. Mr. 
Sinclair referred tothe expenditures 
made in Nova Scotia by the Conserva- 
tive government in _ constituencies 
which returned Conservatives, but in 
places like Guysboro, which returned 
Liberals, nothing was spent for four- 
teen years.

The picture was a water color, over 
which was painted in colorless phos- 
phorescent paint a similar pieture rep- 


Iwéthe 
light the standing animal was scen, 


but at night or in a darkened room 
only the phosphorescent picture was 
visible.

er all, a very sinrple trick. 

A Dresden chemist named Schade

which ean be accomplished as follows: 
First paint in ordinary colors the 
picture of the cow standing They 


welt some Zanzibar copul over a char 
coal fire and dissolve fifteen parts of 
in sixty parts of French oil of turpen- 
tine. Vilter this and imix with twenty 
five parts of pure linseed oil which bes 
been previously Geated and cooled. 

Now take forty parts of the varnish 
so obtained and mix with six parts of 
prepared calciuti cai twelve 
parts of prepared white zine sulphide 
and thirty-six ports lninimous cal 
cium sulphide, all of which can be ob 
trined from any chemist.

This emulsien stould be ground 
very fine in a color ill The result 
will be white luminous paint, which 


should be used to paint the cow lying 
down. 

Many seemingiy wenderful tricks 
can be performed with the use of a 
few simple chemicals. One of them is 
the ball of fire. Take for this barium 
sulphate (CP) one part, magnesium 
carbonate (CP) one part, gum traga- 
eqnth q. s. This should be mixed and 
rolled into marbles and kept at a red 
heat for about an hour, then allowed 
to cool slowly and placed in a glass 
stoppered bottle. A few hours before 
using place in the sun, and the marbles 
at ouce become luminous, 

At the entertainment ordinary mar- 
bles are passed among the audience, 
one or more of the luminous marbles 


being concealed in the hand. The ex- 


hibitor then takes a marble from some 
ove in the audience, holds it between 
his thumb and forefinger, blows upon 
it nnd asks to have the lights turned 
down. <As this Is done he substitutes 
the luminous marble, and the mysteri- 
light is seen. This is handed 
around and ehanges again as the light 
is turned on, when the magician pre- 
sents to the audience several of the 
ordinary marbles as souvenirs. 

Anotber trick is very effective. Take 
two similar buuches of artificial flow- 
ers. Brush one over with glue or mu- 
cilage und powder it with the dust 
from one of the marbles described. 
Then place in the sun, When taken 
into a darkened room, luminous flow- 
ers are seen, The magician exhibits 
the flowers that have not been prepar- 
ed and shows that there is nothing pe- 
cullar about them. ‘hen as‘ the light 
is turned down he substitutes the con- 
cealed bunch, blows upon the flow- 
ers and, presto, displays to the as- 
tonished observers a luminous bunch, 
each flower of which stands out as if 
at white heat. t

Thus these conspirators quietly ar- 
ranged to take the lives of many prom- 
inent individuals, and when the deed 
was executed it was registered on the 
margin of their official record by the 
significant word “factum.”

HARDNESS OF DIAMONDS. 


The Stones Can Be Forced by Pres- 
sure Into Steel Blocks. 

A word as to the hardness of dia- 
monds. They vary much in this re- 
spect. Even different parts of the 
same crystal differ in their resistance 
to cutting and grinding. So hard is 
diamond in comparison to glass that a 
suitable splinter of diamond will plane 
curls off a glass plate as a carpenter’s 
tool will plane shavings off a deal 
board. Another experiment that will 
illustrate its hardness is to place a 
diamond on the flattened end of a 
conical block of steel and upon it 
bring another similar cone of steel. If 
I force them tog@ther with hydraulic 
power, I can force the stone Wp the 
steel blocks without injuring the dia- 
mond in the least. The pressure which 
I have brought to bear in this experi- 
ment has been equal to 170 tons a 
square inch of diamond,

WIGS IN COURT. 


the Traditional Headgear. 

American visitors to English court- 
rooms have been struck by the strange 
appearance—strange to their eyes, at, 
least—of judges and lawyers in wigs. 

Times and customs change, but the 
judicial wig of England remains un- 
changed. Bench and bar hold faith- 
fully to the traditional beadgear. 

Until 1827 human hair was used in 
making the wigs, which were heavily 
but since then 
white horsehair has been used. While 
English horsehair is considered the 
best, the wigmakers buy supflles in 
France, Russia and even China and

Every operation in the manufacture 
of wigs is by hand except the curling, 
and this is done on a small hand curl- 
ing machine. Most of the wigs run 
from twenty-one to twenty-four and a 
half inches in circumference. 

The wig of the average member of 
the bar costs $30. Full bottomed wigs, 
such as are worn occasionally by 
Judges and the king’s counsel and al- 
ways by the speaker of the house of 
commons, cost about $60.

ties of Our Language. 





: RATHER PRETTY PROBLEM. 





And One, by the Way, Whose Satis- 
factory” Solution Probably Never 
Will Be Found—Phrases That Illus- 
trate the Difficult Point at Issue. 


We have a number of words and 
phrases in our tongue which require 
the employment of a pronoun that 
does not exist. As representatives of 
this class can be taken each and every, 
with the combination into which they 
enter. The pecularity about them is 
that as regards form they are singular, 
as regards meaning they are plural. 
Consequently the construction, accord- 
ing to sense, is always coming into 
conflict with the construction according 
to strict grammar. One of these ex- 
pressions—everybody, for instance— 
may be used to bring out the point 
distinctly. It is desired, for example, 
to make a statement to the effect that 
at some specific gathering all persons 
present had seen there those whom 
they knew well. With the employ- 
ment of the word just selected gram- 
matical difficulties at once, arise and 
the troubles of the writer begin. — 

Three ways are open to him in which 
he can overcome them after a fashion. 
But not one of them answers fully all 
the conditions existing. In the first 
the masculine form can be made to 
represent both itself and the feminine. 
Consequently such a sentence as the 
following could be framed: There 
everybody met his friends. Women 
as well as men would be included un- 
der his, Though never really satisfac- 
tory, this was once the preferred usage. 
For a time it served the purpose fairly 
well, and it still does so occasionally 
and perhaps frequently. But there 
has been for a good while past a dis- 
tinct dislike to this construction. One 
result of the increasingly important 
part that the female sex plays in life 
and literature is the growth of repug- 
nance on the part of the feminine ele- 
ment to have its identity merged in 
the masculine. Subconsclousness of 
the injustice of it has now passed 
over into full consciousness that under 
this form of expression its claims are 
not really recognized; hence, while wo- 
men may use it, they do not like it, 
and men have come to share largely 
in the same feeling. 

Another way out of the difficulty 
was devised. To satisfy the claims of 
both sexes resort was had to two rep- 
resentative pronouns. The sentence 
previously given would accordingly ap- 
pear in the following shape: There 
everybody met his.or her friends. But 
such a form of expression pleased no 
one. It was felt to be formal, to suffer 
from that stiffness which is always 
sure to manifest itself when natural- 
ness of expression is sacriiiced to mere 
precision of statement. Besides being 
objectionable on the score of clumsi- 
ness it was subject to exception on 
other grounds. In words with feminine 
terminations, like heiress or heroine, 
the fact of sex is indicated, indeed, but 
it is not made obtrusive. When, how- 
ever, we have distinct contrasted 
forms, as in “his or her,” it is lifted 
into an undue and almost aggres- 
sive prominence, where there is nei- 
ther desire nor occasion to make it 
prominent; hence this particular usage,

Exploding a Mine In Granite.

TRAVELERS ABROAD. 

A Document That Should Be Carried 
In One's Pocketbook. 
Replying to ap inquiry about the dis- 
position of the body of an American 
dying in London, our consul general 
offers some advice to citizens of this 
country traveling abroad, Ile says: 
“If a citizen of the United States be 
traveling abroad unaccompanied it 
would be well for him to carry in his 
satchel or pocketbook written instruc- 
tions as to what he desires should be 
done in the event of anything bappen- 
ing to him. ‘The envelope containing 
such instructions should be headed, 
‘Instructions in the event of my death.’ 
Inclosed he should give his home ad- 
dress or the address of a friend in the 
United States, so that communication 
could be made, or the address of any 
friend or business connection on this 
side could be mentioned with the same 
object and for the purpose of obtain- 
ing necessary funds. 
formed on credible authority that a 
person has no legal right to control the | 
disposition of his remains, although I 
have no doubt relatives or friends 
would respect the wishes of the de- 
ceased. In the event of the death in 
this country of a person domiciled in 
the United States at any of the hotels 
an undertaker is at once called in and | 
the remains removed therefrom, pro- 
vided always the deceased has had 
proper medical attendance and that the 
doctor attending gives a certificate of 
death. If the death is sudden, the cor- 
oner of the district is at once notified 
and an inquest is held, the body in the 
meantime being removed to a public 
mortuary pending result of the in- 
quest. If the verdict of death from 
natural causes be rendered, the coro- 
ner signs an order and gives it to the 
representative of the deceased, who in- 
structs the undertaker what to do. 
The transportation of the remains is 
in the hands of the friends or the rep- 
resentative of the deceased and is not 
controlled by any local or government 

authority.”

Assassinated After Being Advibed of 
Danger. 


That some twenty rulers, elective as 
Well as hered tury, have been ussassinat- 
ed Within the past forty years, is 
largely due to a bravery which ‘n 
sume instances hus Ccliesely approuched 
fuolhurdiness. 

‘The lute King Carlos of Portugal, for 
éxumple, knew perfectly well that a 
plot ugainst his dynusty had been 
hatched by desperate men, who would 
stick ut nothing tu uccomplish thelr 
ends. Yet he drove through the capital 
tu his death in an open carriage, tak: 
ing scarcely even the most ordinary 
precaulions. 

The unhappy Tsar Alexander of Rus- 
sia. again. was Warned, urged. im- 
plured even, not to vemture forth on 
the duy he was Miown to pieces hy 4 
bomb. But he refused te listen; and 
even afier the ‘first explosion, insisted 
wn quitting his sleigh to see to the 
wounded, instead of 


from shaking hands with all the rag, 
tag, and bobtail of Buffalo, although 
warned by his secret police that he 
was risking his life in so doing. Simi- 
luriy, President Carnot might be alive 
tu-day had he followed the advice of 
MI. Casimir-Perier, and refrained from 
going to Lyuns on that fatab day in 
June, tS894. 

Keng Humbert was warnal. not once 
but many times. of the imminent dan- 
cet he was in after the political crisis 
of June 18th, 1900, Yet we find him, 
only Six Weeks leler. driving unescort- 
vi amongst the fanatical and turbu- 
hnt populace of Monza, where he was 
fatally eheat. 

Of course, there are exceptions, Kin 
‘Alfonso. for instance, chose to drive to 
ehureh to get married in a steel-clad 
bomb-proof caach, ‘To which wise pre- 
evution bs due the fact that he and his 
yueen are alive to-day.

Experiments Demonstrate the Value of 
° Mercury. 


That mercury can be used as an el- 
fective weapon against the ravages of 
tuberculosis is asserted ‘by Navel Sur- 
Barton Lisle Wright in the last

lbs Ue 
lebin. 

Administered by deep muscular injec- 
tions. the mercurial treatment under- 
tuhen by Dr. Wright has thus far been 
sy successful that genera! attention 
has been directed to the results, and 
Medical Inspecwr ©. ‘T. Hibbert, with 
other authorities, is convinced that 
science should look more deeply into the 
value cf mercury ““s a specific for the 
dreaded disease. 

Dr. Wright first observed the effects 
ct mercury on tubercular patients in 
th. spring of, 1905, during the latter 
purt of his tour of duty at the United 
States Naval Hospital. Pensacola, Fla.. 
where the Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery had established a temporary camp 
fo: the treatinent of tuberculosis. Ile 
had under his care patients infected 
with the disease and found that th: 
pulmonary lesions of these patients im- 
proved rapidly under the influence of 
mereury. He was at the same tune 
adminisvring other remedies, ‘but it be- 
came evident to him that the mercury 
was the agent most effective in com- 
buting the disease. 

Last September, Dr. Wright had an 
opportunity to agai practise the treat- 
ment in California. The first results 
there were not satisfactory. bat when 
the quantities of mercury injected were 


increased immediate and decided im- 
proveme ok place. 

Several practically hopeless cases 
have keen given the treatment. and 


it is asserted, steady improvement. with 
guin of strength and weight. ha sre- 
sulted.
